THE PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION 
PLAN OF REFORM. 

THe PusiisHers’ Association has faced 
the facts of the present evils of the trade, 
and has presented a plan for reform which 
is comprehensive and far-reaching. It is not 
too much to say that it presents, on the whole, 
and whatever difference of opinion there may 
be as to this or that detail, the best proposal 
toward a general remedy of trade evils that 
could be devised to cure the present situation. 
The scheme does not attempt to cover school 
kooks, subscription books, and other books 
not sold through regular trade channels. On 
the burning question of fiction, where there 
has been more difference of opinion than on 
any other point, there is a happy compro- 
mise. Fiction is to be included so far as in- 
dividual publishers may determine each for 
himself; but it is not obligatory to include all 
fiction. The first criticism of many retailers 
may be that this evades the main question, 
for it is on popular fiction, notoriously, that 
prices have been cut. It should be recog- 
nized, however, that some publishers think 
it impracticable to attempt so radical a reform 
as to include all fiction at the start, and that 
if the net system succeeds on all other books, 
and on some fiction, as it should, the day 
will not be distant when the reform will be 
made general and inclusive of all fiction. The 
solution presented in the committee’s report 
seems to be a happy course between the two 
dangers which might otherwise wreck the 
practicable reform.

It is true that in many 
of the smaller bookstores the expense ac- 
count is to-day practically close upon 25 per 
cent.; but this is because comparatively few 
books are sold, and sold at any profit, while 
an objective point of the present plan is to 
increase the sale of books through retail 
stores and thus increase the business without 
proportionately increasing expenses. The 
proviso that publishers shall sell their own 
books at retail and add postage on out-of- 
town orders, at once puts the retailer in a 
position where he shall be able to command 
his own market against a competition which 
has been essentially unfair and unjust to him 
hitherto. The proviso that after a year from 
publication the retailer may reduce the price 
of a book, but that the publisher may exer- 
cise an option to recall the book at the price 
paid, is an ingenious and happy solution of 
the “dead stock” difficulty, without encourag- 
ing over-stocking. 

To enforce this reform it is proposed that 
booksellers who do not wish to deal in net 
books at net prices should be permitted to 
confine themselves to other lines by a refusal 
of publishers to sell to them or to distributing 
houses which sell to them. Department stores 
are not specifically mentioned, but on the one 
side the definition of a bookseller includes 
them, and, on the other side, they are treated 
on the same terms as those who are booxsell- 
ers solely. There is good reason to believe that 
the leading department stores are prepared 
to assent to this arrangement, as they have 
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already assented to like arrangements in 
other lines of goods. A central office is to 
be established to carry out this plan, and 
booksellers are invited to co-operate by means 
of local associations, which would deal more 
effectively with a local situation than a gen- 
eral association of booksellers, but which 
should not in any sepse militate against a 
general association of booksellers, and should 
indeed strengthen such an organization, pro- 
moted on right lines, as has already been 
proposed for retail booksellers. 

On the whole, it seems to us that no more 
effective and promising plan could have Been 
developed, and we urge heartily, now that 
the publishers have decided to pull together, 
that the retailers will as cordially “lend a 
hand” and bring the book-trade craft out of 
the stormy seas in which it has so long been 
irifting.

sterdam Company, in its circulars and most 
of its announcements to the trade, included 
the old with the new title, 1n accordance with 
the title-page, which reads “Milly: At love’s 
extreme; a tale of the Southland.” We can- 
not refrain, however, from entering friendly 
protest in behalf both of the buying trade and 
of the reading public against changes of title, 
especially of novels with fanciful titles, un- 
less there is danger of mistaking one book 
for another under similar title. The climax 
of this unhappy fashion of “freshening” a 
book was reached by a Chicago firm recently 
in publishing a paper edition of one of Cher- 
buliez’s best known novels as “Under False 
Titles’—a quite unnecessary revision of 
“Samuel Brohl & Company.” Mr. Thomp- 
son’s success should serve sufficiently to in- 
terest readers in stories formerly written by 
him, and which for the time missed the 
mark, without the adventitious help of a 
changed title. With respect to another re- 
publication of an early work from him, we 
print elsewhere a letter from Messrs. G. W.

THE PLAN OF THE AMERICAN PUB- 
LISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


AT a meeting of the American Publishers’ 
Association held at the rooms of the Aldine 
Association on the afternoon of the 13th 
inst., the following plan prepared by the 
special committee was presented: 


I. That the members of the American 
Publishers’ Association agree that all copy- 
righted books first issued by them after May 
I, 1901, shall be published at net prices which 
it is recommended shall be reduced from the 
prices at which similar books have been is- 
sued heretofore: Provided however that there 
shall be exempt from this agreement all school 
books, such works of fiction (not juveniles) 
and new editions as the individual publisher 
may desire, books published by subscription 
and not through the trade, and such other 
books as are not sold through the trade. 

If. It is recommended that the retail 
price of a net ‘book be printed, marked net, 
on a paper wrapper covering the book. 

III. That the members of the Association 
agree that such net copyrighted books and alt 
others of their books shall be sold by them. 
to those booksellers only who will maintain, 
the retail price of such net copyrighted books 
for one year, and to those booksellers and 
jobbers only who will sell their books fur- 
ther to no one known to them to cut such, 
net prices or whose name has been given to 
them by the Association as one who cuts such 
prices or who fails to abide by such fair and 
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reasonable rules and regulations as may. be 
established by local associations as herein- 
after provided. 

A dealer or bookseller may be defined as 
one who makes it a regular part of his busi- 
mess to sell books and carries stock of them 
for public sale. 

IV. That the only exception to the rule 
of maintaining the retail price shall be in 
the case of libraries, which may be allowed a 
discount of not more than ten per cent. 

Libraries entitled to this discount may he 
defined as those libraries to which access is 
either free or by annual subscription. Book 
Clubs are not to be entitled to discount. 

V. That the Association suggests a dis- 
count on net copyrighted books of twenty- 
five per cent. to dealers as a general dis- 
count, leaving the question of discount how- 
ever entirely to the individual publisher. 

VI. That after the expiration of a year 
from the publication of any such net copy- 
righted book, dealers shall not be held to the 
above restrictions and may sell such book at 
a cut price, but if on learning of such action 
the publisher shall desire to buy back at 
purchase price the copies then remaining in 
the dealers’ hands they must be so re-sold to 
him on demand. 

VII. That when the publisher sells at re- 
tail a book published under the rules it shall 
be at the retail price and he shall add the 
cost of postage or expressage on all books 
sent out of the City in which the publisher 
does business. 

VIII. That for the purpose of carrying out 
the above plan the Directors of the Associa- 
tion be authorized to establish an office and 
engage a suitable person as Manager, and en- 
‘deavor to secure from all dealers in books 
assent to the above conditions of sale. Un- 
‘der the direction of the Board the Manager 
shall investigate all cases of cutting reported 
and when directed shall send out notices to 
‘the Association, jobbers, and the trade, of any 
persons violating the above provisions. 

IX. That it shall be the duty of all Mem- 
bers of the Association to report immediate- 
ly to the said office all cases of the cutting of 
prices which may come to their knowledge. 

X. That the Association through its agents 
and members aid in the formation of book- 
sellers’ associations in the important centres 
and cities in the United States, the object 
of which associations shall be to assist the 
Publishers’ Association in maintaining prices 
on net books as aforesaid, and to establish 
such lawful rules and regulations respecting 
the conduct of business in their locality as 
will tend to secure fair, honorable and uni- 
‘form methods of business in each important 
‘centre or section of the country. That the 
Association pledge itself to support such lo- 
‘cal associations by every means in its power 
in maintaining such lawful rules and regula- 
‘tions as may in this way be agreed to. 

XI. That the Report when adopted by the 
Board of Directors be submitted to the As- 
sociation and voted upon in accordance with 
the Association’s Rules, Article IT., Section T. 

The plan was adopted by the majority of 
the Association, a few dissenting voices be- 


ing heard in favor of including fiction under 
the net system. 


THE COPYRIGHT OF “L’AIGLON”: 
TREASURY DECISION. 


Tue following documents give the decis- 
ions of the Attorney-General and the Treas- 
ury Department in the important case of 
“L’ Aiglon :” 

COPYRIGHTS. 


L’Aiglon, a book, though printed abroad in the 
French language, is nevertheless prohibited impor- 
tation under the copyri aws for the reason that 
said book has been copyrighted in the United 
States. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, Jan. 26, I90I. 


Srr: The Brentano’s, of New York, have 
requested this Department to issue such in- 
structions as may be deemed necessary to pre- 
vent ¢he entry of the dramatic composition or 
book “L’Aiglon” printed abroad in the French 
language from type not set within the limits of 
the United States, nor plates made thereform. 

It appears that copyright rights have been 
secured in the United States by E. Fasquelle, 
who also publishes the book abroad; that he 
has assigned his rights in the United States 
to the Brentano’s; that, notwithstanding this 
assignment, importation into the United States 
has been, or will be, made, and the Brentano’s 
invoke this Department’s authority under sec- 
tions 4956 and 4963, Revised Statutes, as 
amended by the act of March 3, 1891. 

The Department, in view of the apparent 
exception in said section 4956 from prohibi- 
tion of importation of books printed exclu- 
sively in a foreign language, doubted its au- 
thority to comply with the Brentano’s request, 
and consequently the question was presented 
to the Attorney-General for an expression of 
his views. In a letter dated the roth inst. a 
copy of which is inclosed, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral expresses the opinion that although 
“L’Aiglon” was copyrighted as a dramatic 


composition. the work is none the less a book, ~ 


and, as such, is subject to prohibition, not- 
withstanding the fact that it is printed exclu- 
sively in a foreign language. This conclusion 
appears to have been reached through the 
final proviso in section 4956, which, in the 
opinion of the Attorney-General, makes clear 
the intention of Congress, viz., to permit the 
importation of a book in the foreign original 
language only when there is not an American 
copyright of the book in that language. Other- 
wise a book in a foreign language could not 
be effectively copyrighted in the United States, 
and the reciprocal privileges extended to citi- 
zens of France by the executive proclamation 
of July 1, 1891, would be rendered nugatory. 
It will be observed also that the Attorney- 
General does not state that the holder of an 
American copyright on a work in French 
would be entitled to prevent the importation, 
say, of a Spanish or German version, nor 
that the prohibition of importation extends to 
books and music in raised print, used exclu- 
sively by the blind; books, engravings, maps, 
etc., more than twenty years old, or imported 
for the use of the United States, or of any 
educational. literary, or religious institution, 
etc., or books forming part of the household 
effects of persons from foreign countries. 

In view of the foregoing, you are instructed 
to prohibit entry of the book “L’Aiglon,” im- 
ported in violation of the copyright rights of 
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the Brentano’s. You will understand that the 
prohibition does not extend to bona fide im- 
portations under paragraphs 500, 501, that por- 
tion of paragraph 502 relating to books and 
music in raised print, 503, and 504 of the tar- 
iff act of July 24, 1897

[Opinion of the Attorney-General. ] 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
WasuHincTon, D. C., Jan. 19, 1901. 


Sir: Your letter of December 14, 1900, 
with its accompanying documents, advises me 
that you are requested by the house of Bren- 
tano’s, New York, to issue the necessary 
instructions to prevent entry of Edmond Ros- 
tand’s “L’Aiglon” printed abroad in the orig- 
inal French from type not set within the lim- 
its of the United States, nor from plates made 
therefrom. It appears that a copyright for 
the United States has been fully secured by 
the Paris publisher as proprietor, and that all 
rights thereunder have been duly assigned 
by him to Brentano’s; that nevertheless im- 
portations of a Paris edition of the book, is- 
sued by the same publisher and bearing no- 
tice of copyright in the United States have 
been made; and Brentano’s invoke for their 
relief your authority under sections 4956 and 
4963, Revised Statutes, as amended by the 
act of March 3, 1801, (26 Stat., 1106,) or un- 
der section 11 of the tariff act of 1897 (30 
Stat., 151, 207) relating to trade-marks. 
Thereupon you request my opinion on the 
question whether these importations are pro- 
hibited under the law. You do not state that 
the importations are limited in the number of 
copies per invoice, or in purpose or intended 
use, Or with respect to the character of the 
persons, individual or corporate, for whom 
they may be made. I remark, further, as pat- 
ent on the face of the papers, that Brentano’s 
edition also is in the French tongue and bears 
notice of American copyright; and that the 
two editions are identical in text and similar 
in general appearance and in cover and title- 
page particulars. It should be observed, how- 
ever, that no simulation intended to deceive 
appears, nor it is suggested that the foreign 
publisher-proprietor (the assignor, as stated, 
of the United States copyright) has procured 
or connived at the obnoxious importations. 

Section 4956, Revised Statutes, as amended 
by the “international copyright act” of 1891, 
Supra, provides that: * * * “during the 
existence of such copyright the importation 
into the United States of any book, etc., so 
copyrighted, or any edition or editions thereof, 
or any plates of the same not made from type 
set * * * within the limits of the United 
States, shall be, and it is hereby prohibited, 
except in the cases specified in paragraphs 512 
to 516, inclusive, in section 2 of the tariff act 
of 1890, and except in the case of an importa- 
tion subject to duty of not more than two 
copies of such book at any one time, ‘for use 
and not for sale,’ etc. ; 

Provided, nevertheless, that in the case of 
books in foreign languages, of which only 
translations in English are copyrighted, the 
Prohibition of importation shall apply only 


to the translation of the same, and the impor- 
tation of the books in the original language 
shall be permitted.” 

The paragraphs cited from the tariff act of 
1890 are contained in the free list of that act, 
and admit free of duty, with certain limita- 
tions, books, engravings, maps, etc., more than 
twenty years old, or imported for the use of 
the United States or of any educational, lit- 
erary, or religious institution, etc., or form- 
ing part of the household effects of persons 
from foreign countries and (par. 513) “books 
and pamphlets printed exclusively in lan- 
guages other than English” * * * (26 
Stat., 567, 604). 

Thus it appears that the main question in 
this case is simply whether the freedom from 
duty granted on an importation of books 
printed exclusively in languages other than 
English under paragraph 513 of the tariff act 
of 1890, which is specified as one of the ex- 
ceptions to the prohibition of importation un- 
der the copyright law of 1891, shall operate 
so as to defeat the protection of copyright on 
a book in a foreign language. The question, 
however, requires more accurate delimitation. 
The rights of translation into English in this 
country or elsewhere are not now involved; 
they are presumably in other hands. Nor 
does it appear that the author or proprietor 
has made any disposition of the rights here 
or abroad in other languages foreign to 
France. I do not intend, therefore, to suggest 
by my formulation that the holder of an 
American copyright on a work in French 
would be entitled to prevent the importation, 
say, of a Spanish or German version, with 
both of which nations we have reciprocal 
copyright relations. Such a claim, however, 
would call up the scope and intent of the as- 
signment of copyright and the unqualified and 
exclusive right which is given to authors and 
their assigns by section 4952, Revised Stat- 
utes, as amended by the act of 1891, “to dram- 
atize and translate any of their works for which 
copyright shall have been obtained under the 
laws of the United States,” as well as the 
possible effect of section 4956 and paragraph 
513 in denying or limiting copyright protec- 
tion against competing importations. 

The question before us, therefore, must be 
strictly restrained as follows: Whether, by 
force of the specified exception to the prohi- 
bition of importation in section 4956, an edi- 
tion of a book written in French, printed ex- 
clusively in that language, and wholly made 
abroad, may be imported into this country, 
although the same composition is copyrighted 
in the same language under the laws of the 
United States and is wholly printed and 
made into a book in this country. 

It must be remarked that under the reci- 
procity provisions of section 13 of the copy- 
right law of 1891 the protection of the act 
was extended to citizens of France by Execu- 
tive proclamation of July 1, 1891 (27 Stat., 
081, 982). It must also be remarked that, al- 
though “L’Aiglon” was copyrighted in the 
United States as a “dramatic composition” 
(no doubt because the right of representation 
was expressly protected under that term by 
section 4952 as amended,) the work is none 
the less a “book” and is clearly covered by 
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that word as used in section 4956 and para- 
graph 513. While other language of the said 
section and the penal provisions of the law 
(sec. 4963, as finally amended by act of March 
3, 1807, 29 Stat., p. 604) by omitting or-in- 
cluding in different provisions the words 
“dramatic composition” with other associated 
terms, indicate that the change of phraseology 
was intentional, and that a “dramatic compo- 
sition” is not necessarily a “book” (vide as 
to “Musical composition,” Littleton v. Ditson 
Company, 62 Fed. Rep., 597; Ditson Com- 
pany v. Littleton, 67 id., 905,) I do not under- 
stand that the point has been raised in this 
case, and I have no difficulty in concluding 
that this “dramatic composition” at all events 
is a “book.” Obviously it is such by all lit- 
erary and mechanical tests, and not the less 
so because the record of copyright denomi- 
nates it a “dramatic composition” and just as 
much so under the American copyright as in 
the foreign edition which is seeking free en- 
try as a “book.” 

Furthermore, it necessarily appears that the 
two copies of the American L’Aiglon re- 
quired to be deposited in the Library of Con- 
gress (sec. 4956) were printed from type 
set within the United States, which the act 
requires in the case of a “book,” etc., but not 
apparently or expressly in the case of a “dra- 
matic or musical composition” inter alia (see 
Littleton v, Ditson Co., ut supra.) 

Brentano’s publication, then, being entitled 
as a book under the copyright to any pro- 
tection which section 4956 may extend, we 
have to inquire whether the protection in a 
case like the present is real and effective or 
merely nugatory. Does the law take away 
with one hand what it gives with the other? 

Copyright is essentially an exclusive right. 
It is so denominated in all the laws (act of 
May 31, 1790, 1 Stat., 124; act of February 3. 
1831, 4 Stat., 436; act of July 8, 1870, 16 Stat., 
198, 212; sec. 4054, R. S It is in effect de- 
fined in the statute itself (sec. 4952) as “the 
sole liberty of printing, reprinting, publishing, 
completing, copying, executing, finishing, and 
vending,” a book, etc., “and in the case of a 
dramatic composition, of publicly perform- 
ing or representing it or causing it to be per- 
formed or represented by others.” “Copy- 
right, under the statute, is the exclusive right 
to publish a literary or artistic work.” (Pierce 
& Bushnell Mfg. Co. v. Werckmeister, 72 
F. R., 54.) 

I think that there can be no doubt that the 
main purpose of the recent amendments to 
the copyright laws was to extend to foreign 
authors and artists, upon assurance of recip- 
rocal privileges being granted to us by for- 
eign countries, the copyright protection which 
had previously been restricted to citizens 
and residents of the United States. The his- 
tory of the legislation and of the long agita- 
tion on the subject conclusively shows this. 
(Littleton v. Ditson, 62 Fed. Rep., 597; Put- 
nam on The Question of Copyright, p. 33, 
citing report of Henry Clay in 1837, pp. 40, 
77; citing report of House Committee on 
Patents in 1890, p. 148, quoting from speeches 
in the Senate debate of 1891, et passim.) 
A conjoint purpose was the protection of 
American labor, especially in the printing 
trade. (Putnam uf supra, pp. 52, 78. etc.) 


The views of statesmen regarding a measure 
of legislation may properly be considered, and 
while their statements are not admissible 
to control the meaning of words in a law, 
nevertheless such statements are “valuable as 
contemporaneous opinions of jurists and 
statesmen upon the legal meaning of the 
words themselves.” (Wong Kim Ark vy, 
United States, 169 U. 5., 649, 609; and see 
Am. Net & Twine Co. v. Worthington, 141 
U. S., 468, 473-4.) : 

It is a cardinal rule in constructing a law 
that the evil or defect to be remedied should 
be borne in mind, and that to effectuate the 
intention, supposed repugnancies should be 
reconciled if possible, ut res magis valeat 
quam pereat, Examining the subject, then, in 
the light of such facts and principles, it is 
evident to me that there is an essential dif- 
ference between paragraph 513, as quoted, 
and the other paragraphs of the act of 1890 
incorporated in section 4956, for in the lat- 
ter paragraphs the exception to prohibition of 
importation rests upon liberal reasons of poli- 
ty and involves a concession against exclu- 
sive rights both narrow in scope, and meri- 
torious as encouraging enlightened learning 
or operating on special and restricted indi- 
vidual or corporate privileges. (Cf. the fur- 
ther exception in section 4956 of two copies 
of a book imported at any one time “for 
use and not for sale.”) Whereas the former 
paragraph (513) passes beyond this region, 
and, if construed as to the copyright laws 
without qualification, demands the unrestricted 
free admission, for ordinary commercial pur- 
poses as well as all other purposes, of all 
books printed in foreign languages, at least 
of all such books not obnoxious under pro- 
visions like section 2491, Revised Statutes, 
and section 11 of the tariff act of 1890. I 
cannot believe that this is either the intention 
or the result of the law. Accordingly I note 
that the final proviso of section 4956 embraces 
the very point. Its language is: 

Provided, nevertheless, that in the case of 
books in foreign languages, of which only 
translations in English are copyrighted, the 
prohibition of importation shall apply only to 
the translation of the same, and the importa- 
tion of the books in the original language 
shall be permitted. 

Now, unless this proviso contains the need- 
ed relief, it may, indeed, appear that a book 
in a foreign language cannot be effectually 
copyrighted in this country. For while an 
action for infringement would doubtless lie 
against foreign conflicting editions as well 
as domestic “pirated” editions, nevertheless 
as to the former, prohibition of importation 
is the first and most complete protection. 
The above proviso, then, impresses me as Op- 
erating directly (and perhaps exclusively) on 
the exception in paragraph 513; it is an ex- 
ception to the exception and leaves the pro- 
hibition untouched in the case provided. What 
is that case? I am not required to construe 
the force of the proviso with respect to the 
other provisions of the tariff act embraced in 
the exceptions. As I have indicated, the cit 
cumstances and reasons moving to their in- 
corporation may leave them untrammelled by 
the proviso. But as to paragraph 513, embrac- 
ing, as it does, unlimited commercial impor- 
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tations, the proviso, in my opinion, was in- 
tended to withdraw, and clearly does with- 
draw, the allowance of importation of a book 
in the foreign original language when there 
is an American copyright of the book in that 
language; for the phraseology permits the im- 
portation of books in the original language 
only when an English translation alone is 
copyrighted; “in the case of books in foreign 
languages, of which only translations in Eng- 
lish are copyrighted.” In the case before us, 
while an English translation also may be copy- 
righted, there is a valid copyright on the 
original French version. 

I find nothing in the decisions or in the 
regulations or previous rulings of your De- 
partment expressing contrary views; hence I 
hold that you have authority under section 
4956, as amended, to refuse entry to the im- 
portations in question, and I may add that 
you appear to be required as well as empow- 
ered to do so under section 4958 as amended 
(22 Op., 70). To hold otherwise, it seems to 
me, would be to strike down in large measure 
the protection to foreign authors, in consid- 
eration of which reciprocal protection is ex- 
tended to our authors abroad and to strike 
down to the same extent the protection: to 
American labor, which certainly constituted 
ne joint intent and the main purpose of the 
aw. 

The result renders it unnecessary to exam- 
ine, in respect to these importations, the 
other grounds invoked by Brentano’s for their 
protection, which refers to the misleading 
notice of copyright on the foreign edition and 
to the prohibition of importation in the penal 
provisions of section 4963, as fully amended, 
“when there is no existing copyright thereon 
in the United States”; and also refer to con- 
siderations analogous to the principles of 
copyright drawn from the law of trade-marks 
and unfair competition.

LARGER TYPE WANTED. 


WaAvUHOoPE Lynn on the 4th inst. introduced 
in the New York Assembly the following as 
an amendment to the health laws: 

“Books, newspapers, or serial literature 
shall not be published in type smaller than 
eight-point, of which the lower case alphabet 
measures not less than fourteen ems. The 
lines of type shall be separated by at least two 
point leads. This section shall not apply to 
print contained in foot notices or indexes or 
to books or other printed matter intended 
for reference use only. 

“The State Board.of Health shall enforce 
the provisions of this section, and if, in its 
judgment, the public health shall not be 
injured thereby, the board may adopt regu- 
lations exempting certain kinds of printed 
matter from the provisions of this section, 
and may on petition grant written permission 
to use smaller or more condensed type. 

“Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $1000.” 
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The bill will have a hearing on the 20th 
inst. Mr, Lynn, it is understood, will amend 
his bill so as to exclude newspapers from its 
provisions, holding that a newspaper can be 
properly classified as a book of reference or 
periodical of that character. Mr, Lynn states 
that his only object is to get after the cheap 
fiction books which are printed in small type 
and got out so cheaply that it is almost im- 
possible to tell what their contents are. 





SUCCESS OF THE NET-BOOK SYSTEM 
IN GERMANY. 


“Tr is curious,” says the London Publishers’ 
Circular, “that almost simultaneously with 
Messrs. Stoneham’s acceptance of the net 
book system comes the news that Messrs. 
Mayer & Miiller, of Berlin and Leipzig, have 
also at last given way on the discount ques- 
tion. 

“For fifteen years this important firm has 
fought the German Booksellers’ Union, and 
been a thorn in its flesh; and in announcing 
their victory the Council of the Union con- 
gratulate both sides on the result.” 





THE PUBLISHER’S OBLIGATION TO 
SUPPLY PERFECT BOOKS. 


“ANY reputable publisher, if a defect in 
the manufacture of a book is brought to his 
notice, such as the dropping out of a signa- 
ture, will make it good by exchanging the 
imperfect copy for a perfect one. How long 
does the obligation rest upon him to do this?” 
Such was the question put by a New York 
Tribune writer, of a publisher to whom the 
problem had just presented itself in practi- 
cal form. “We have often acknowledged our 
obligation in this matter when it meant con- 
siderable expense. This book has just been 
sent in as imperfect. It is long out of print; 
it was published ten years ago; there is a 
signature missing. We cannot replace it, 
for we have no sheets of the book. In some 
cases where we did have sheets we have gone 
to the expense of having a special copy made 
up from them and have sent it to the pur- 
chaser of long ago; but it was an expensive 
form of honesty.” 





A PETTY SWINDLER. 


PuBLISHERS of periodicals and newspapers 
have been annoyed recently by a person who 
represented himself to be “Simon Stern, sec- 
retary,’ or “Isaac Mayer, treasurer,” of a 
Hebrew Reading Room, at Newark, N. J., or 
Brooklyn, N. Y. His practice was to pay for 
subscriptions to newspapers or periodicals by 
a check slightly in excess of the correct 
amount and to receive the difference in 
change. The swindler had much success, 
owing to the fact that his checks were small 
and he got so little out of each one for him- 
self that when he presented it no suspicion 
against its genuineness was aroused. The 
man who is of medium size and build, has a 
small black mustache and black hair, and a 
defect in one eye, was apprehended in New- 
ark on the oth inst., and held for trial. The 
prisoner said his name is Jacob Shapiro and 
his home in San Francisco, Cal.

After running as a serial 
in the New York Ledger, Robert Bonner’s 
Sons published a small edition in book form, 
and subsequently leased to us their right of 
publishing it.

Co., or by any publishing house other than 
Robert Bonner’s Sons until our announce- 
ment. As to the merit of the book, it is as 
we advertised, “written in the great author’s 
characteristic style,” and is a charming story. 

As to booksellers “recognizing it as an im- 
position,” this libel on the boox and on our 
company we answer by stating that we are 
booking orders for more than 1000 copies a 
day.

The 
street in which he cstablished, on June 4, 
1826, a printing office—17, Rue des Marias, 
Faubourg St. Germain—still remains, as it 
was even in Balzac’s time, one of the most 
curious in Paris. It is to be hoped that the 
interesting papers on books and printing 
which M. Hanotaux has been contributing to 
Le Journal for some months past may event- 
vally appear in book torm; they deserve to 
be more than fugitive.

As the edition is 
intended for advan@d scholars, notes have 
been sparingly used, but the aim is to leave 
no real difficulty unexplained, and, in the 
light of the best scholarship of the day, to 
interpret faithfully the thought of the author. 
The tabulation of the subjunctive, the “bib- 
liography,” and the “general index” are feat- 
ures which will commend themselves to 
teacher and scholar. 


M. F. Mansrietp & Co announce an inter- 
esting contribution to Revolutionary Ameri- 
cana in “Recollections of a Georgia Loyalist,” 
by Elizabeth Lichtenstein Johnston, edited by 
the Rev. Arthur Wentworth Eaton, which is 
said to be “not a historical novel but history 
that reads like a novel;” “New Glimpses of 
Poe,” by Professor James A. Harrison of the 
University of Virginia, which will consider 
certain phases of Poe’s life and character 
hitherto overlooked, and give some rare il- 
lustrative material reproduced from Poe’s 
contribution preserved in the archives of the 
university; “First Visit to England,” a re- 
print of Emerson’s “English Traits,” illus- 
trated by a series of contemporary portraits; 
also “Stevensoniana Series,’ a miscellany 
with illustrations and portraits culled from 
many now inaccessible sources. They will 
publish in connection with Horace Marshall 
& Son of London, a volume entitled “J. M. 
Barrie and His Books,” biographical and 
critical studies, by J. A. Hammerton. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S Sons will shortly add 
to their Music Lovers’ Library a volume on 
“Choirs and Choral Music,” by Arthur Mees, 
who, in a popular form, gives a history of 
the subject from the earliest time. In the 
department of fiction they announce “a dra- 
matic story of love and jealousy, the scene 
of which is Louisville, Ky.,” entitled “The 
Inlander,” by. Harrison Robertson, whose 
“Red Blood and Blue” had a large audience; 
“The Shadow of a Man,” a new story of 
Australian station life, by E. W. Hornung; 
also “God’s Puppets,” by Imogen Clark, 
a study of the social relations of the Dutch 
and English in the middle of the eigh- 
teenth century in New York City, with a 
Dutch girl for the heroine. They will publish 
shortly a new volume by the Rev. Cyrus T 
Brady, entitled “Under Tops’ls and Tents,” 
in which he will give his experiences as chap- 
lain of the First Pennslyvania Volunteers in 
the Spanish war; also, a new psychic-socio- 
logical study by Paul Bourget, entitled “The 
Disciple,” which has as its motif the subtle 
demoralization involved in the philosophy of 
utter skepticism. 


D. C. Heatu & Co. will publish immediate- 
ly Bruno’s “Le Tour de la France par Deux 
Enfants,” abridged and edited by C. Fontaine, 
Director of French in the High Schools of 
Vashington. This work in its original form, 
which of course was far too large to be 
used by American pupils, is one of the 
most extensively used texts in France. In 
the form of a story about two French boys, 
the pupil is carried through France, and be- 
comes acquainted with the people, customs, 
manners and industries, and acquires at the 


same time an extensive and practical vocab- 
ulary, as so many words are not commonly 
met with in purely literary productions. This 
work is issued, for the first time in this 
country, to comply with the demand aris- 
ing from its recommendation by the “Com- 
mittee of Twelve” for use in elementary 
classes in schools. They will publish in 
May “Kant on Education,” a translation by 
Annette Churton of the philusopher’s “Ueber 
Padagogix.” C. A. Foley Rhys Davids has 
written a suggestive ind timely introduction 
to the volume which will be issued as No. 36 
in Heath’s Pedagogical Library. 


Harper & BrotTHers will publish early in 
March a Play edition of “Ben Hur,” printed 
in two colors with forty-eight illustrations 
from the play, reproduced from photographs 
in tints. Paper of a superior quality will be 
employed, and the whole material, pictures 
and reading matter, will be handsomely 
bound in covers bearing an appropriate sym- 
bolic design. On March 31 they will publish. 
the long-expected book of travel in South 
America, by Sir Martin Conway, entitled 
“Climbing and Exploration in the Bolivian 
Andes.” They also announce “A New Way 
Around an Old World,” by the Rev. Dr. 
Francis E, Clark, a chatty account of a trip 
over the new all-steam route around the 
world opened by the completion of the Trans- 
Siberian railway, adequately illustrated with 
reproductions from photographs; “Harper’s 
Official Golf Guide for 1901,” a complete guide 
to the golf clubs of the United States, giving 
all details respecting them and the best means 
of reaching them, etc., in the numerous illus- 
trations; “Babs the Impossible,” a new novel, 
by Sarah Grand, illustrated by A. I. Keller; 
a collection of short stories by Mary E. Wil- 
kins, entitled “Understudies,” each story of 
which is based upon the symbol of some 
flower or animal; also a volume entitled 
“Practical Golf,’ by W. J .Travis, the ama- 
teur golf champion of the United States. 


Dopp, Meap & Co. have made arrangements 
with F. A. Brockhaus, of Leipzig, to publish 
an important work on Dresden porcelain, en- 
titled “Das Meissner Porzellan und seine 
Geschichte,” by Professor K. Berling, an au- 
thority on all matters relating to the subject, 
who was entrusted with the work at the re- 
quest of collectors and students who raised 
a fund to produce the work. The book con- 
tains a systematic history of the developments 
of the works at Meissen, in Saxony, for more 
than a hundred years, from Béttger’s first ex- 
periments (resulting in the stoneware which 
bears his name) and his first production in 
1709 of specimens of “Dresden” porcelain, 
which was also the first porcelain produced 
anywhere in Europe. The book shows for 
the first time what each artist at Meissen ac- 
complished; it tells the story of the gradual 
evolution of the art and of the manufacturing 
processes under the various managers of the 
works. One section i; devoted to the Potters’ 
marks, the trade marks of the individual ar- 
tists and mechanics as well as the trade marks 
of the factories, a subject heretofore scarcely 
touched upon in reference to this ware. This 
section is illustrated ty a colored plate. Nu- 
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merous valuable historical documents are 
printed in an Appendix. It will be found es- 
pecially useful to collectors of pottery and 
students of the potter’s art, as well as to man- 
ufacturers ef pottery of various classes. The 
text is in German, and only a limited number 
of copies remain unsubscribed for. 


As far back as last summer, when Charles 
Felton Pidgin, the author of “Quincy Adams 
Sawyer,” was talking with his publishers, the 
C. M. Clark Company of Boston, in reference 
to publication, it was decided to introduce as 
a feature a comprehensive map which would 
enable the reader to more clearly follow the 
scenes of the principal incidents at Mason’s 
Corner. It was an odd idea and required 
many interviews between author, publishers, 
and artist before a final satisfactory plate was 
found acceptable for use in the book. By this 
time the book had gone through its first edi- 
tion, but the “map” went into the second edi- 
tion, which was issued December 15, and is 
now appearing in all subsequent editions. Of 
course the map is purely imaginary, as far as 
an actual town or village in Massachusetts is 
concerned, but it represents a real place to the 
reader, who will find a new pleasure in book 
reading by involuntarily turning to the map, 
when the author speaks of “Mrs. Hawkins’ 
boarding house,” etc., and tracing down the 
main street of the village until that spot is 
located. It is a very interesting map, show- 
ing where the principal personages lived, 
where the town hall, hotel, railroad station, 
and the school house were, where Uncle Ike’s 
chicken coop was; and, in fact, is a study of 
country life in itself. Both the towns of 
Fernborough and Eastborough are shown, the 
farm lands that look so rich and peaceful, 
the various streets and roads that Quincy so 
frequently travelled, and there is even the de- 
tail of the railroad running to Boston. 


THe MacmiLt_tan Company will publish in 
a few weeks a novel by a new writer—Gwen- 
dolen Overton—to be entitled “The Heritage 
of Unrest.” It is a story of frontier and 
army life, the scene of which is laid in the 
southwest at the time of the serious Indian 
troubles under Geronimo in the late seven- 
ties and early eighties. The backgronnd of 
the novel is said to be exact geographically 
and historically, and the characters are typical 
of a life the most picturesque this country has 
ever seen by reason of the vivid and close con- 
trast between compiete and cruel savagery 
and the highest examples of civilization. -An- 
other novel by a new writer—Albert Elmer 
Hancock—which is about ready, is “Henry 
Bourland—the passing of the Cavalier,” de- 
scribed as “a panorama of the southern aris- 
tocracy after the War of 1860-64.” The au- 
thor emphasizes the fact that the late sec- 
tional bitterness was due not so much to the 
war as to the drastic methods of reconstruc- 
tion. An interesting book to be published 
later in the season will be “Flowers and Ferns 
in their Haunts,” by Mrs. Mabel Osgood, 
who treats the subject from a wholly new 
standpoint. The flower is not considered 
merely as an aggregation of calyx, corolla, 
stamens and pistil that leads to its correct 
naming, or from the complex mechanism that 
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calls for the aid of insects to insure its fer- 
tilization, but for its value as a part of the 
landscape. The autho® holds that if one 
wishes to know the wild flowers really they 
must visit them in their haunts, for the more 
exquisite the flower the more completely does 
it lose its characteristics when separated from 
its natural surroundings.
